To Hon. John T. Rich, Qovemor of Michigan: 

In oompliance with the requirements of Sec. 43 of the State Banking 
Act, I have the honor to herewith transmit the Eig>hth Annual Report 
of the Commissioner of the Banking Department, together with a tabu- 
lation of the published reports of the banks and trust companies under 
, the supervision of this dei)artment, for the year ending December 31, 

1896. 

On November 6 Mr. T. C. Sherwood, who had been the Honorable 
Commissioner of Banking nearly eight years, and during the entire 
existence of the law, tendered his resignation, and the same was duly 
accepted, and the undersigned was appointed to fill the vacancy. Mr. 
Sherwood resigned for the purpose of accepting the presidency of the 
Penins.ular Savings Bank of Detroit. 

The financial depression that began with the so called panic of 1893, 
haB continued during the past year, with increased severity. The unfa- 
vorable conditions have affected all avocations and bumness enterprises 
more or less severely, but none have suffered more than the banks. 
When these facta are taken into consideration it is certainly a matter 
of congratulation that the Michigan State banks are able to make as 
good a showing as is to be found in the accompanying tables. That the 
reports are so favorable, evidences that as a rule our State banks have 
7^ been managed by their officers and directors with fidelity and good judg- 

ment, and proves the efficacy of the banking act, and the value of 

departmental supervision.

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EARNINGS AND EXPENSES OF THE BANKING DEPARTMENT. 

The amount received during the year from the several banks, as fees 
for supervision and examination, was f8,771.21, which has been depos- 
ited with the State Treasurer, as required by Sec. 40 of the State bank- 
ing law. 

•The expenses of this department for the year were |9,704.05, and made 
up of the following items, viz. :

COMPARATIVE VOLUME OF BUSINESS. 

The deposits in the 169 State banks, and four trust companies^ Decem- 
ber 13, 1895, exclusive of amounts due to banks and bankers, were |66,- 
263,139.02. 

The deposits in the 173 State banks and four trust companies, Decem- 
ber 17, 1896, exclusive of amounts due to banks and bankers, were |65,- 
038,394.97. 

This shows a decrease of deposits in 1896 as compared with 1895, 
amounting to |1,224,744.05. 

The deposits in the 94 National banks, December 13, 1895, exclusive 
of the amount due to banks and bankers, were 135,981,634.14. 

The deposits in the 89 National banks, December 17, 1896, exclusive 
of the amount due to banks and bankers, were |34,400,244.21, which 
shows a decrease in 1896 as compared with 1895, amounting to 
11,581,389.93. 

For a more complete comparison of the condition of the banks of the 
state during the past eight years, see table published elsewhere. 

REPORTS OF RECEIVERS. 

In response to a call from this department, the receivers of the several 
insolvent banks made their annual reports at the close of business, 
December 15, 1896. All appear to be making commendable progress 
in closing up the affairs of their respective banks. 
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Mr. Edward J. Bisaell, receiver of the Milford State bank, has paid 9 
per cent dividend during the year, making a total of 19 per cent paid by 
him to date. 

Mr. H. M. Pelham, receiver of the State bank of Crystal Falls, has paid 
a dividend of 10 per cent during the year, making a total to date of 70 
per cent, and he expects to pay another dividend of 10 per cent in the 
near future. 

Mr. George W. Stone, receiver of the Central Michigan Savioigs bank, 
of Lansing, has paid 55 per cent to date, and anticipates being able to 
pay 15 per cent more. 

The reports made by the receivers of the banks which failed during 
the present year are confined practically to a scheduling of assets and 
liabilities. 

Mr. Seymour Foster, receiver of the People's Savings Bank of Lan- 
sing, reports the assets as aggregating |394,050.65, which he classifies as 
follows: good, 1121,209.16; doubtful, |88,305.04; worthless, |184,536.45. 

Mr. J. A. May, receiver of the Ingiham County Savings Bank of Lan- 
sing, reports the assets as aggregating |285,774.38, which he classifies as 
follows: good, 1112,517.99; doubtful, |67,798.55; worthless, |105,457.84. 

The Michigan Trust Company, receiver of the Mecosta County Savings 
bank. Big Hapids, reports the assets as aggregating |278,830.78, which 
they classify as follows: good, |142,765.97; dou.btful, |130,780.07; 
worthless, |5,000. 

The Michigan Trust Company, receiver of the Whitehall State Savings 
Bank, Whitehall, reports the assets as aggregating |111,366.53. Depos- 
itors will be fortunate if they receive twenty per cent of their claims. 

NEW BANKS. 

Nine new banks, with an aggregate capital of |315,000, have been 
organized and authorized to transact business under the State banking 
law during the year. Five of these were new organizations; three were 
formerly private banks; and one was a conversion from a national bank. 
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The name, location, date of authorization, and amount of capital, will be 
found in the following table:

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The failure of each and all of these banks was attributable to internal 
bad management. It should in justice, bowever, be said that the officers 
of the Ingham County Savings Bank at the time of its failure, were not 
responsible for the situation in which they found themselves, as they 
had inherited the excessive loans and bad debts which wrecked the bank. 
Still it remains the fact that it was not the financial conditions aJone, but 
rather reckless and bad management which brought disaster upon these 
institutions. When banks are conducted with a heedless and willful 
disregard of the banking law, and well established principles of bank- 
^S} supervision by the department is impotent to avert the evil con- 
sequences, and an appeal to the courts affords the depositors the only 
hope of redress. 

SUPBRVISION AND EXAMINATION. 

It may be stated at the outset under this liead that the supervision 
and examination by the Banking Department cannot prevent banks fail- 
^Sy provided their management is dishonest or incompetent. Banks are 
no better than their officers and directors make them. If the officers 
and directors of banks conscientiously comply with the obligations 
imposed upon them by the banking act, then the supervision by the 
Banking Department may be helpful and beneficial to them, but other- 
wise not. Banks very seldom fail when their officers are honest and 
the directors are faithful to their obligations. These considerations 
should be taken into account in passing judgment upon the efficiency 
and responsibilities of the Banking Department, and in considering the 
value and importance of supervision and examination by the commis- 
sioner and his examiners. 

Sec. 39 of the banking act requires that "banks shall be examined once 
in each year." We recommend that this sentence be amended to read: 
"banks shall be examined at least once in each year." While it is true 
tiiat other sections of the law authorize the examinations to be made 
whenever the commissioner deems it necessary, nevertheless we think 
the law should be amended as suggested, because a second examination 
of a bank as the law now stands is an indication to the public that the 
commissioner has reason to suppose that the capital of the bank has 
been impaired, or that there are other irregularities which made such 
examination necessary. If the law was amended so that an examination 
should be required to be made "at least" once in each year, then the com- 
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missianer oould use his discretion in regard to additional examinations; 
provided he announced in advance that it was his policy to make an 
examination of all banks more than once in each year. 

In this connection it occurs to us that a second examination of many 
banks during the year would be unnecessary if the commissioner was 
authorized by an amendment to the law to require boards of directors 
to furnish the department with an inventory under oath, and a penalty 
for false valuation, giving the face and actual value of all the assets of 
the bank once in each year, at such times as said inventory might be 
called for by the commissioner. The purpose of this inventory would 
be, of course, to disclose whether there was any depreciation or probable 
loss that the bank had suffered, or was liable to sustain upon the ''book 
value" of its assets. Also sucih inventory would give assurance to the 
department that the board of directors had made an examination and 
was familiar with the condition of the loans of the bank.

PRIVATE BANKS. 

Many suggestions are being made that private banks should be 
required to make reports to the banking department, but we fail to see 
that this would be of any public benefit. If anything should be done in 
this direction we would reconunend that all firms receiving deposits, and 
advertising to do a banking business under a corporate title, should 
thereby smbject themselves to state supervision, and be required to 
organize under the banking act, and become in fact a state bank. When 
an individual or firm takes the title ^'Exchange Bank," or '^Commercial 
Bank," the public is liable to be misled into thinking that they are doing 
business with an institution having an authorized paid in capital, 
whereas no such security for the protection of their d€g[)osits exists. 



BUILDING AND LOAN ASSOCIATIONS. 

The question of placing building and loan associations under State 
supervision, is one attracting not a little public interest, and we believe 
that sentiment has quite generally crystalized in favor of the proposi- 
tion. But just how and by what department the supervision should be 
made, there is a wide difference of opinion. The idea has quite generally 
prevailed that the Banking Department is the one whidh naturally should 
be intrusted with this work. But neither the Banking Departn^ent nor 
the officers of the building and loan associations have heretofore favored 
the suggestion. The opinion has obtained that in view of the fact that 
the interests of the banks and the building and loan associations were 
somewhat inimical, that the two could not well be combined under a 
common supervision. 
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We are firmly impressed that the building and loan associationB 
should be placed under State supervision, and we believe that the work 
should be done under the direction of the Commissioner of Banking. The 
examinations, however, should not be made by the bank examiners. 
There should be two separate and distinct divisions of the department, 
and those employed in the work of supervising the banks should have 
nothing whatever to do with the building and loan associations. We can 
see no valid reason why this should not be done successfully, and with- 
out injuriously affecting either interest. The work could not be success- 
fully undertaken by any other State department. If a separate and dis- 
tinct bureau was instituted for the express purpose of supervising the 
building and loan associations, the cost to the State would be several 
thousand dollars greater each year than it would be if the work were 
entrusted to the Banking Department. 

In this connection we desire to call attention to the fact that act No. 
68 of 1893, places the United Home Protectors' Association of Port 
Huron under the supervision of the Banking Department, and requires 
an examination of that association be made during the month of Decem- 
ber in each year. Unless all building and loan associations are to be 
placed under the supervision of the Banking Department, so much of the 
law requiring an examination of the United Home Protectors' Associar 
tion should be repealed. 

MONBY BORROWBD. 

The blanks sent out by this department with the call for the last quar- 
terly report of condition, and the blank for the published statement, con- 
tained an additional line in connection with the report of liabilities of 
banks as follows: "Liabilities other than those above stated," and atten- 
tion of bank cashiers was especially called to same. The purpose of asking 
for this additional item was to insure that all money borrowed by banks 
should be so reported. The practice has grown up of banks borrowing 
money of other banks upon certificates of deposit secured by notes of the 
borrowing banks as collateral, and then reporting the same under the 
classification of money deposited upon certificates, instead of money 
borrowed. Such loans should really be reported as re-discounts, but as 
many banks fail to so report, the additional classification quoted above 
was deemed necessary. The idea was not original with this department, 
but was first suggested by the Comptroller of the Currency. 
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The distinction between money borrowed and money deposited is 
properly determined by whether the fimds were solicited, or voluntarily 
deposited. When a bank solicits a loan, and pays a greater rate of inter- 
est than upon its regular time deposits, and puts up the securities of the 
bank a« collateral, it is a deception and calculated to mislead the public in 
classifying such loan as a deposit. Also it may be said that the bank 
making the loan upon certificates of deposit secured by collateral is a 
preferred creditor, and doee not stand upon an equal footing with the 
holdera of regular certificates, and it is misleading to place them both 
under the same classification. Unless banks are required to disclose in 
their published statements all moneys borrowed upon certificates of 
deposit or otherwise, it is manifest that a bank might be a borrower to 
an extent proving it absolutely insolvent, and the public would be none 
the wiser. Such instances have not been unknown in Michigan in the 
past few years. 

BXCBSSIVB LOANS. 

Taken as a whole, the State banking act is an admirable law, and we 
should not care to make very many recommendations in regard to changes 
or amendments. We think, however, that Sec. 52 is really the most 
important feature of the law, but it contains the most faulty and unwise 
provisions to be found anywhere in the act. The first part of the section 
limiting the amount of money that may be loaned to any individual, 
firm, or corporation, fixes ten per cent of the capital stock as the limit. 
Then follows two provisos, one of which is of doubtful expediency, and 
the second of which is dangerous, vicious, and thoroughly indefensible. 
It is the crystalized judgment of banking experience that not to exceed 
ten per cent of the capital stock of any bank should be loaned to any 
person, firm, or corporation. It is possible however, that it may not be 
unwise to confer the authority upon boards of directors to loan twenty 
per cent by a two-thirds vote of the board, but this is a provision not to 
be found in the National banking act. 

The proviso to which we strenuously object, reads as follows: "That 
the foregoing limitations shall not apply to loans upon real estate or 
other collateral securities authorized by this act." This provision has 
been construed to mean that there is no limitation whatever upon the 
amount which a bank may loan to a person, firm, or corporation, pro- 
vided said loan be made upon collateral security. No argument is

It has been contended heretofore that receiyers of insolyent banks 
could only be i^pointed by the circuit court in regular session. It mig^t 
be yery inqportant to the interests of depositors that a receiyer should be 
i^pointed by the judge in chambers. Sections 6624, How^ 2, se^ns to 
make it lawful for a judge to i4>point a receiyer in chambers. In this 
ooonection we desire to call your attention to page 503, 44th Michigan. 

We would esteem it a great kindness if you would fayor us with an 
opinion upon this question at your earliest conyenience.

My Dear Sir — Your fayor of January 30, asking for a construction of 
sections 42 and 55 of the State bank act, in connection with section 6624 
of Howell's annotated statutes, has been duly considered. 

The sole question of law that is presented is this: In case a bank 
under your jurisdiction becomes insolyent, can a receiyer be apiK>inted 
by a judge at chambers in the same manner as by the circuit court hay- 
ing jurisdiction of the case in regular session? 

I am of the opinion that this can be done. The language of Sec. 55 of 
the State bank law, standing by itself, would confine this power to the 
circuit court; but it must be read and construed in connection with Sec. 
6624, above referred to, which reads as follows : 

''Each circuit court shall have power to appoint receivers in all cases 
pending in chancery, when such appointment is allowed by law, as well 
in vacation, as during the session of the court." 
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There can be do question, in my opini6n, but that the intention of the 
legislature is plain, — and that is that the words "circuit court" must 
be read and construed the same as if they did, in fact, read circuit 
judge. 

Of course as no one knows better than yourself, the greatest loss 
would fall to the State and to the depositors in our banks if, when a bank 
becomes insolvent, you should have to wait for months before the circuit 
court having jurisdiction in the case, would meet in regular session; 
and I think that the legislature knew this perfectly well, — therefore, 
this general provision of law was passed for the purpose of aiding in 
every case, by conferring the same power upon the circuit judge as upon 
the same man sitting in open court. However, it is very desirable that 
this section should be amended in terms, so that it shall affirmatively 
appear in the section itself that the power is conferred upon the circuit 
judge, as well as upon the circuit court. This will obviate the neces- 
sity of going outside of the act to find necessary power. 

I hope that you will call the attention of the legislature now in session 
to this defect, as well as others, which you have pointed out to me.

necessary to demonstrate that this proviso, in practical effect, is in viola- 
tion of established principles of banking. Banks are instituted for 
public convenience, and when one person, firm, or corporation has been 
loaned an amount equal to twenty per cent of the capital of a bank, such 
person, firm, or corporation has been granted all the accommodation to 
which they should be entitled, consistent with public interest or common 
prudence. Beyond this, the proviso quoted, allows the officers of a bank 
to make unlimited excessive loans to institutions in which they may be 
interested, or toward which they are friendly, to the jeopardy of the 
solvenpy of the bank, ui>on collaterals which may be of doubtful value, 
and the entire transaction have the sanction of the letter of the law. We 
would therefore urgently recommend that section 52 be amended, by 
striking out the proviso which we have quoted. 



APPOINTMBNT OF RBOBIVBRS. 

The question of how and by whom the receivers of insolvent banks 
should be appointed has been a matter of uncertainty, if not dispute. 
Under a strict construction of the banking law as it now stands it would 
appear that receivers could only be appointed by the circuit court in 
regular session. It can readily be seen that if this were the case that an 
insolvent bank might remain in the hands of the commissioner several 
months after it had been closed before a receiver could be appointed. 
This would be very unfortunate for all the interests concerned. It is 
no doubt largely on this account that my predecessor recommended that 
the power of appointment of a receiver should be taken from the court 
and placed in the hands of the commissioner. There are many reasons 
why we think this change would be unwise and undesirable. We think 
it far better that the court should make the appointment of receivers and 
that such receivers, when appointed, should remain under the direction 
and guidance of the court 

Especially is it better that the court should make the appointment of 
receivers if such action could be had without delay. Section 6624 of 
Howell's statutes seems to confer the authority upon the circuit judge to 
appoint receivers in chambers as well as in open court. As bearing upon 
this proposition we submit the following correspondence:

Dbar Sir — This department would be pleased to have your construc- 
tion of sections 42 and 55 of the State banking act, the same being 3208el 
and 3208f4 of the third volume of Howell, in connection with section 
6624 of Howell, second volume. 

It has been contended heretofore that receivers of insolvent banks 
could only be appointed by tlie circuit court in regular session. It might 
be very important to the interests of depositors that a receiver should be 
appointed by the judge in chambers. Sections 6624, Howell 2, seems to 
make it lawful for a judge to appoint a receiver in chambers. In this 
<xmnection we desire to call your attention to page 503, 44th Michigan.

Hon. D. B. Ainqbr, Commiaaioner of the Banking Department, Capitol: 

My Dbar Sir — Your favor of January 30, asking for a construction of 
sections 42 and 55 of the State bank act, in connection with section 6624 
of Howell's annotated statutes, has been duly considered. 

The sole question of law that is presented is this: In case a bank 
under your jurisdiction becomes insolvent, can a receiver be api>ointed 
by a judge at chambers in the same manner as by the circuit court hav- 
ing jurisdiction of the case in regular session? 

I am of the opinion that this can be done. The language of Sec. 55 of 
the State bank law, standing by itself, would confine this power to the 
circuit court; but it must be read and construed in connection with Sec. 
6624, above referred to, which reads as follows: 

^'Each circuit court shall have power to appoint receivers in all cases 
pending in chancery, when such appointment is allowed by law, as well 
in vacation, as during the session of the court." 
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There can be no question, in my opinion, but that the intention of the 
legislature is plain, — and that is that the words "circuit court" must 
be read and construed the same as if they did, in fact, read circuit 
judge. 

Of course as no one knows better than yourself, the greatest loss 
would fall to the State and to the depositors in our banks if, when a bank 
becomes insolvent, you should have to wait for months before the circuit 
court having jurisdiction in the case, would meet in regular session; 
and I think that the legislature knew this perfectly well, — therefore, 
this general provision of law was passed for the purpose of aiding in 
every case, by conferring the same power upon the circuit judge as upon 
the same man sitting in open court. However, it is very desirable that 
this section should be amended in terms, so that it shall affirmatively 
appear in the section itself that the power is conferred upon the circuit 
judge, as well as upon the circuit court. This will obviate the neces- 
sity of going outside of the act to find necessary power. 

I hope that you will call the attention of the legislature now in session 
to this defect, as well as others, which you have pointed out to me.

While we do not doubt that the law as it now stands authorizes the 
circuit judge in chambers to appoint receivers nevertheless we agree 
with the Honorable Attorney General that it would be wise to have the 
law amended in terms so that the matter might be affirmatively settled.
